Dec. 3.—Bradstrect's to­ 
day says; The business world enters on 
the dosing month of the year with so 
many favorable and so few depressing 
I frat ares in sight as to leave little doubt 
that the year 180* mast hereafter furn­ 
ish a basis for an estimate when com­ 
parison* of large busine** are to be 
made. 
Nearly all obtainable statistics 
and report* as to the volume of business 
point to the present year haviug heavily 
exceeded any former year in the amount 
of business done, and though compari­ 
sons as regard* prices are not so favora­ 
ble as in earlier years, notably 1892 and 
1890, when quotations of most staples 
were considerably higher, still the ex­ 
pansion in trade, due to increased popu­ 
lation and enlarged foreign demand for 
our products, has resulted in an aggre­ 
gate volume of business done considera­ 
bly in excess of any former year. 
In the general business world the 
leading event of the week has undoubt­ 
edly been the placing of very large or­ 
ders. estimated at between 500,000 and 
700,000 tons of steel rails, more than 
ono-qnarter of the entire country’s an­ 
nual production, at fairly good prices.

passion upon the ab.M'iice of self control. 
It is, in fact, impossible to frame a defi­ 
nition of irresponsibility based upon ab­ 
sence of self control without including 
all sorts of crimes which at present are 
punished by the law. 
For years back 
there has been a sort of fend between 
the lawyers and the alienists on the 
subject, so that even the textbooks speak 
of legal insanity and medical insanity 
as distinct. 
To take extreme cases, jurists have 
contended that no degree of insanity 
should exempt 
from punishment for 
crime unless it has reached such a point 
that the person is utterly unconscious 
of the difference between right aud 
wrong at the time of committing the 
offense, while medical men have very 
generally held to the opinion that this 
is not a proper criterion, that many of 
the insane are fully conscious of the 
difference between right and wrong and 
that to enforce such a test nipans the 
hanging of many a lunatic. 
There can 
be no doubt that of late years the med­ 
ical view bas met with a wider accept­ 
ance than ic used to do and that even 
lawyers have shown an increasing read­ 
iness to adm it the doctrine of irrespon­ 
sibility. 
But it is a very anxious ques­ 
tion, especially in view of recent dog­ 
mas as to degeneracy, how far this doc­ 
trine is to be allowed to go. 
The condition of affairs is mach more 
serious than some people think, and it 
is highly necessary that those who ad­ 
minister the criminal law should be on * 
their guard against any insidious estab­ 
lishment of immunity for the violation 
of its most sacred principles. 
In any 1 
case of murder the presumption in fa- j 
vor of hanging should be so strong as ! 
to leave very slender prospect of escape 
for any man who prior to the commis­ 
sion of his crime had been thought fit 
to be at large. 
If this condition cannot 
be secured, it will become a matter of 
grave necessity to take prompt steps for 
the incarceration of many people of evil 
passions who are now at liberty and to
